Noveltv nsn Claims 3. 4. 6-8. 10. 11. 18-20 




Claims 3, 4, 6-8, 10, 11, 18-20: Dl discloses a dental retainer comprising a resin base (101) contoured to contact 


the inner surfaces of the teeth and an arch wire (104) making contact witii the outer surfaces of the teeth. The 


arch wire extrads firom the C-clasp (100) aroimd a posterior tooth on one side of the jaw to a symmetrically 


placed C-clasp on the other side. The arch wire includes U-loops (see figures). The retainer can be made for 


upper or lower jaw (see figures). 




Claims 3, 6, 8: D2 discloses an orthodontic appliance for the upper jaw comprising a base (2) and arch wire (76) 


witiiaU-loop(78). 




Similarly D3 discloses the features of 3, 6 and 8. 




Inventive Step OS'^ 3. 4. 6-8. 10^16. 18-20 




Claims 3, 4, 6-8, 10, 1 1, 18-20 also lack an inventive step for the reasons given above. 


Claim 12: The use of L-rests is considered common general knowledge in flie field of orthodontic retainers and 


consequently lacks inventive step. 




Claim 13: It would be considered common general knowledge to a person skilled in the art to make the base 


from an acrylic. 




Claims 14-16: adding the feature of a bite plane to the base of an orthodontic retainer of Dl would be considered 


a mere workshop intqirovement to a PSA and consequently lacks inventive step. 
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
